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THAT WHICH IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. A methad of reducing endothelial injury in 
a subject caused by administration of a chemotherapeutic 
agent to the subjdfct, comprising administering an 
endothelial-protectind amount of erythropoietin in 
conjunction with \the administration of the 
chemot herapeut ic agent - 

2 . A method according to claim 1 wherein said 
endothelial-protecting \amount of erythropoietin is 
administered simultaneously with said chemotherapeutic 
agent . 

3 . A method according to claim 1 wherein said 
endothelial-protecting amJjunt of erythropoietin is 
administered prior to said Chemotherapeutic agent. 

4 . A method accordLagr to claim 1 wherein said 
endothelial-protecting am/urk j^of erythropoietin is 
administered after said chtemo therapeutic agent . 

5. The method of\ claim .1 where said 
chemotherapeutic agent is cisplatin. 

6. A method of enhancing endothelial cell 
inhibition in a subject treated ^Aith a chemotherapeutic 
agent, comprising administering\ to the subject an 
endothelial- inhibiting amount of erythropoietin in 
conjunction with the administration of the 
chemotherapeutic agent 

7. A method according to ^laim 6 wherein said 
endothelial-inhibiting amount of \ erythropoietin is 
administered simultaneously with sa:\d chemotherapeutic 
agent . 
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8 . A raetthod according to claim 6 wherein said 
endothelial -inhibiiting amount of erythropoietin is 
administered priori to said chemotherapeutic agent. 

9 . A metAod according to claim 6 wherein said 
endothelial -inhibiting amount of erythropoietin is 
administered after said chemotherapeutic agent. 

10. A methdd according to claim 6 wherein said 
chemotherapeutic agen\: is cisplatin. 

11. A methodV according to claim 6 wherein said 
subject has a neoplastic growth selected from the group 
consisting of cerebellar hemangioblastoma, ductal 
carcinoma of the breast ,\ and squamous cell cancer of the 
larynx.
